A number of indications, how­ 
ever. pointed to the possibility that 
the President-elect is about ready 
to leave for the war zone. They 
were: 
1. He has m ade two more key 
designations. After his inaugura­ 
tion, he will present for confirma­ 
tion by the Senate Ezra Taft Ben­ 
son of Salt Lake City, Utah, for 
secretary of agriculture. And he 
will name as his White House as­ 
sistant. Gov. Sherman Adams of 
New Hampshire. 
2. Gen. Mark Clark, supreme 
U. N. commander in the Far East, 
has arrived in Seoul, capital of 
Korea, to supervise preparations 
for Eisenhower’s arrival. 
3. The President-elect tapered 
off in his appointments for today, 
setting aside most of it for visits 
from friends, some relatives, and 
officers of Columbia University. 
Eisenhower has announced his res­ 
ignation as the university’s pres­ 
ident effective Jan. 19. 
Schedule Cut Down 
His schedule for today contrasted 


sharply with the tightly packed 
program he 
has 
been following 
since he returned last week to his 
offices in New York. 
Eisenhower m ay have had a 
briefing on Korea—from the U. N. 
position—when he visited the or­ 
ganization’s headquarters yester­ 
day.

privately with 
Trygve Lie, secretary general, and 
Lester Pearson of Canada, presi­ 
dent of the U. N. General As­ 
sembly.

An Air Force officer said the 
secret information was contained 
in films of the souped-up F86e jet 
fighter, which has racked up an

Cascio, 34, was a photographic 
laboratory technician with the 49th 
Air Base Group. He doubled as a 
photographer and handy man. 
The Air Force said Cascio ob­ 
tained the secret information from 
Sgt. John P. Jones of Manchester, 
Mass. Jones was attached to the 
F ar East Air Forces Headquarters 
Squadron in Tokyo. 
Jones and Cascio were arrested 
Sept. 21. A (medical board later 
declared Jones insane and he was 
shipped back to the U. S. No court 
m artial charges have been filed 
against him.

Benson’s designation fits into a 
long-standing 
Republican conten­ 
tion that farm programs of the 
Roosevelt-Truman administrations 
depended too heavily upon produc­ 
tion controls and subsidies to hold 
up farm prices. 
Republicans have promised to 
continue farm price support pro­ 
grams, but they argue that need 
for them would be greatly lessened 
if new m arkets and outlets for 
farm surpluses could be developed. 
Believer In Co-Ops 
Benson said in New York Mon­ 
day he agreed with Eisenhower’s 
farm policy statm ents and the 
GOP party platform on the sub­ 
ject, but he declined to discuss 
specific programs except to say 
he favored some price supports. * 
Benson headed one of the m ajor 


national organizations—the Nation­ 
al Council of Farm er Co-operatives 
—between 1939 and 1944. 
He left the co-operative council 
post in 1944 to become an apostle 
for the Mormon church. 
The new secretary is expected 
to: 
1. Emphasize the co-operative 
idea in attacking farm problems 
of production and marketing. 
2. Urge farm ers to depend more 
on local self-help and less on fede­ 
ral aid. 
3. Emphasize measures aimed at 
showing farm ers how to become 
more efficient producers and m ar­ 
keteers. 
4. Make greater use of state- 
controlled 
agricultural 
extension 
services.

For Taxpayers

nal Revenue Bureau has instructed 
its field offices to m ake things 
easier for taxpayers when taxpay­ 
ing time comes around next year. 
Outlining a new program to go 
into effect from Jan. I to March 
17, Assistant Commissioner of In­ 
ternal Revenue Justin Winkle told 
field officers in a letter m ade pub­ 
lic today that taxpayers must find 
a “new and improved 
service” 
this time. 
More Work Expected 
Winkle emphasized that by tax 
time an eight-month reorganiza­ 
tion of the bureau will have been 
completed, and taxpayers seeking 
help with their returns will have 
“their first real opportunity to ob­ 
serve how reorganization affects 
them personally.” 
Tax officials not only expect to 
give better service but they ex­ 
pect more work. There were some 
54 million tax returns last year 
and the bureau expects from 57 to 
58 million this year. 
Winkle made these down-to-earth 
suggestions on how 
tax offices 
should help simplify things for tax­ 
payers : 
1. Don’t close the door in the 
face of taxpayers just because of­ 
ficial office hours are over. 
2. 
Man telephones to answer 
queries in the evenings, 
during 
lunch hours and on Saturdays. AH

And it’s the 
same man, with quick, 
frequent 
access to the President, who keeps 
the chief executive informed about 
what the 
various 
officials 
and 
agencies are doing. 
The assistant can make recom­ 
mendations, and in the normal 
course of events 
he has 
more 
opportunity to make 
them than 
anyone else. Consequently the as­ 
sistant to the President is a 
man 
much sought after in official Wash­ 
ington. He gets invited to all the 
best parties.

These delegates said even though 
the Russians had rejected the plan, 
they felt the Assembly should en­ 
dorse it and leave it up to the 
Chinese Reds and North Koreans 
at Panmunjom to accept it or face 
world censure by turning it down.

The Russian denounced the In­ 
dian plan as “ unsatisfactory and 
unacceptable.” 
He said only his 
own resolution calling for an im­ 
mediate cease-fire followed by a 
peace conference on prisoner re­ 


patriation and all other Korean is­ 
sues would stop the fighting. 
Rift Glossed Over 
U. S. Secretary 
of State Dean 
Acheson, who disagreed with some 
points of the Menon plan. as being 
too vague, said the United States 
is "wholly in agreement with tAe 
spirit of this resolution.” He urged 
the committee to continue to seek 
a solution in spite of the despair 
Vishinsky had cast over the body. 
The Menon plan, already revised 
along lines suggested by British 
Foreign Secretary Anthony Eden, 
calls for a four-power commission 
headed by a fifth-power umping to 
take charge of repatriating pris­ 
oners and to care for those who 
refuse to go home until a political 
conference decides their fate.

“and 
our troubles won’t end merely by 
the signing of peace in Korea.” 
The speaker pointed out that a 
trained civilian corps on the home 
front can reduce death and 
de­ 
struction in case of an air attack 
by knowing what to do in em er­ 
gencies. The purpose of the Civil­ 
ian Defense 
organization 
is 
to 
train and instruct a key civilian 
force in a community so that it 
will function efficiently for 
the 
protection of people and property. 
In Britain, where thousands of 
bombs found their targets in the 
last war, intensive civilian train ­ 
ing helped to cut down the toll of 
bombs which killed some 43,000 
and wounded about 50,000. Japan 
had no such 
organization 
when 
one atomic bomb alone claimed 
a nestim ated 260.000 lives. 
The 
appalling destruction caused by 
the new bombs makes the civilian 
defense task bigger than ever in 
preparedness for war, the speak­ 
er declared.

State cooperation in

in others is bringing action to end 
the principal sources of pollution 
—raw sewage from the cities and 
contaminating wastes from indus­ 
tries. 
Health And W ildlife 
The Water Resources Commis­ 
sion, 
established 
in 
1949. 
re­ 
places the old 
Stream 
Control 
Commission. 


have insufficient food, Bal said. 
Cooperative programs are 
be­ 
ing carried out with industries by 
the Commission, with 
emphasis 
on 
“voluntary 
compliance” 
to 
correct the problem. 
Paper Mill Problem 
Bal listed three 
Delta 
county 
industries with whom the 
Com­ 
mission is cooperating in an ef­ 
fort to end pollution. 
For the past two years the state 
and the Escanaba Paper Company

Bal has been busy in the U p­

lution does or does not exist. It is 
necessary for the Commission to 
prove violations by showing pol­ 
lution injurious to public health 
or wildlife exists. 
Few Cities Conform 
Bal reported that at this tim e 
there are but five major cities in 
the U. P. with approved sanitary 
sewage treatm ent plants. 
They are Escanaba, 
Gladstone, 
St. Ignace, 
Bessemer, 
Menomi­ 
nee. 
The cities of Manistique, Sault 
Ste. Marie and many others are 
under final order from the Com­ 
mission to have sewage treatm ent 
plants operating by 1954 and 1955. 
The Commission is expected to 
put the cities of 
Houghton 
and 
Hancock under final order next 
month. 
“The cities were 
urged 
years 
ago by the old 
Stream 
Control 
Commission to take advantage of 
federal grants to assist in financ­

pany the city of Escanaba is ask­ 
ing residents to eliminate non-es­ 
sential outdoor decorative lighting 
during the holidays. 
E. G. Bennett, Escanaba Paper 
Company general manager, in a 
letter to City 
Manager 
A. 
V. 
Aronson pointed out the growing 
shortage of electric power for the 
area served by the Upper Michi­ 
gan Power & Light Company. 
Power is generated by 
hydro­ 
electric plants on 
the 
Escanaba 
River and by steam in the Paper 
Company mill. 
Water 
shortages 
seriously hamper 
generation 
to 
meet, the increasing power 
de­ 
mand for the area, including Es­ 
canaba, Gladstone and the coun­ 
ty. 
Bennett suggested that Esca­ 
naba take steps 
to 
eliminate 
non-essential power uses, par­ 
ticularly during the 
Christmas 
season when the load 
reaches 
its annual peak. Unless this is 
done there may not be suffici­ 
ent power to meet the indus­ 
trial needs of the area. 
City Manager Aronson is call­ 
ing for tho cooperation of Escana­ 
ba residents to eliminate outdoor 
lighting displays this year, said 
the city will not turn on its holi­ 
day lighting of Lillington Street 
unless the Power

H-Bomb Awaits 
M an's Decree 
ej^HOUGH the Atomic En erg \ 
Commis- 
sion’s report was deliberately vague, it 
seems clear the United States has develop­ 
ed something well on the way to a hydro­ 
gen bomb, if not the full-scale bomb itself. 
The portent of this announcement is tre­ 
mendous. It means that we shall soon pos­ 
sess the most destructive of all weapons, a 
thing of such colossal explosive force that 
it must be reckoned as a 16-inch naval gun 
to an ordinary army rifle when compared 
with the present A-bomb. 
Fully developed, 
the 
hydrogen 
bomb 
may perhaps be capable of destroying sev­ 
eral hundred square miles at a single blast. 
Its potentialities in death and devastation 
stagger the human mind. 
We are building the hydrogen bomb be­ 
cause our scientists told us it was possible, 
and we rightly concluded that if anyone 
was to have it. we should. 
Yet the theories which splined the sci­ 
entists on are equally well known to the 
Russians, and we m ust assume they are 
toiling ceaselessly to produce the same re­ 
sult—and will in due course succeed. 
When that moment 
arrives, 
we 
must 
then face the fact that our greatest poten­ 
tial enemy holds a weapon which in her 
hands can prove of infinitely greater m en­ 
ace to us than can the same device used 
by America against the Soviet Union. 
The reason is that our tightly packed in­ 
dustrial centers, like New York, 
Chicago, 
Pittsburgh and Detroit, represent 
a 
far 
m ore inviting set of targets than do Rus­ 
sian cities. In Russia, industry 
is 
much 
m ore widely dispersed. 
With the successful development of the 
hydrogen bomb—or its early counterpart— 
inc world contains w ithin itself the great 
seed of universal destruction. 
At the same time, the very magnitude of 
its menace stirs the hope that men on all 
sides may fear ever to employ it, and that 
therefore the outlook for avoiding total 
w ar may brighten rather than grow dim­ 
mer. 
Which shall it be? Men of every political 
faitn the world over are challenged to de­ 
cide whether to move toward the Earth’s 
suicide or toward the still misty goals of 
lasting peace.

Their strategy is to play ball with the

sippi. they will cooperate on Eisenhower’s 
legislative program. 
However, they will employ a complete­ 
ly different strategy in the border states, 
plus Florida.

gins or won. 
In these states,

But in Virginia, where Eisenhower will 
seek to keep the favor of Senator Byrd’s 
friends, and in the deep South, GOP stra­

anyway, so the best strategy is

their favor.

The blunt-talking air force general ar­ 
gued, pleaded, and capoled.

U. S. Army’s Auto Headlights

Then he launches into a long story about 
“the new devlopments” and stays longer 
than he otherwise would

legitimate peddler and solicitor. 
And if you are doubtful you can always 
go to the phono and check if they say they 
are registered or licensed.

ASK YOUR HUSBAND—If you no not 
understand a salesman’s or solicitor’s pro­ 
posal—for most are fast talkers—ask him 
to put it in writing. Most of them will not 
do so. 
Better Business Bureaus advise

presented by solicitors or peddlers— for it 
then becomes a legal document that may 
cost you far more money than you believe 
possible. 
“I’ll ask my husband when he comes 
home,” is a protective device helpful in 
turning off the talk. 
There is always the opportunity, also, to 
ask the peddler or solicitor to wail while 
you do some checking. Telephone the city 
clerk, the police department, the Chambul 
of Commerce, or the county clerk if the 
representative is a war veteran. 
In most instances the peddler or solici­ 
tor will disappear while you are telephon­ 
ing. And if he does you perhaps have pro­ 
tected yourself against being victimized.

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Japan Gets Taste Of Pizza

TAKARAZUKA, Japan—There 
is an Italian restaurant in this 
village 
what’s more, it is run 
by a real Sicilian. American serv­ 
icemen taste Abela Orazio's tasty 
pizza and spaghetti and meatballs 
and come back for seconds. 
He 
is a find for all Americans in 
this area. 
World War II, and a chain of in­ 
triguing events, transported Orazio 
here in 1941. 
His life, although 
tragic, 
has 
turned 
surprisingly 
successful.

serving as 
a 
quartermaster on 
board an Italian Merchant Marine 
ship, when Italy surrendered. The 
Ramb II was off the coast of 
Africa, when news of Italy’s de­ 
feat reached her. 
Orazio and 124 
other men, headed by the ship’s 
master, Pasquele Mazella, escaped 
through 
the 
Arden 
Straits. 
A 
month later, the 3,500-ton vessel 
docked in Kobe, Japan. Here, the 
ship sought refuge. 
A Precarious Life 
For 
22 
months, 
the officers 
and men of the Ramb lived on 
board ship outside the breakwater 
of Kobe Harbor. 
Financial aid 
came to the escapees from the 
Italian 
Ambassador. 
However, 
funds were low and life aboard 
the Ramb turned sour. Occasion­ 
ally, the vessel visited other ports, 
but everywhere times were trou­ 
bled. and the situation for all on 
board grew woi^e. 
In the fall of 1943, Capt. Ma­ 


zella returned to Kobe Harbor and 
gave orders for hi:-, men to scuttle 
the ship. 
This was <^one inside 
the harbor. 
The incident infuri­ 
ated the Japanese. 
Officers and 
members of the crew were called 
traitors, and all became prisoners 
of war. 
Orazio and his fellow Italians 
were interned for a year in a 
prison camp near Kobe. 
He re­ 
calls that many American and 
French 
from 
Indo-China 
were 
there. 
“However,” he said, “we never 
were allowed to speak to them. 
Those who did found death the 
penalty.” 
In late August of 1944, Orazio 
and 50 other Italians were separ­ 
ated from the rest and put on a 
ship bound for Formosa. 
“We were to go there and work 
as prisoners,” he said, “but the 
day we arrived, the Americans 
took Manila.” 


The ship carrying Orazio and 
the other prisoners was bombed 
shortly after its arrival in Takao 
Harbor. 
“Such an attack I never have 
seen,” said Orazio. 
“Four thou­ 
sand planes bombed that day. Six 
hundred passed over every minute. 
Our vessel was cut into three 
pieces.” 
Orazio and two Italians were 
the 
only 
survivors. 
Although 
badly 
wounded, they swam 
to 
shore. The Sicilian’s right arm, 
side and leg were badly burned 
and bleeding. 
On shore, the men still fared 
poorly. 
Panic-stricken Formosans 
and Japanese thought the Italians 
were American paratroopers. Tne 
three wounded men would have 
been executed except for the aid 
of 
an 
interpreter, 
who 
finally 
identified them. 
After six months of hospitaliza­ 
tion in Formosa, they were shipped 
back to Japan and interned. 
American Occupation F o r c e s 
gave Orazio a job cooking for the 
U.S. Army. 
For the first time in 
nearly five years, he had clean 
clothes and good food. 
In two 
years he saved enough money for 
a private business gpterpnse. 


A Request Performance 
His first restaurant in Takara- 
zuka had only one table. 
The 
thrifty refugee sold soft drinks 
and tea. 
The Americans urged 
him to serve Italian fare. 
“They tell me,” he said “Luigi, 
make the pizza 
Tony, what’s 
the matter you no make spa­ 
ghetti?” 
Orazio listened to his American 
friends. 
His 
flair for cooking 
paid off. 
Today, his restaurant 
“Abela’s” seats 50 persons. 
Red 
wine and steaming dishes of spa­ 
ghetti attract American and Japa­ 
nese trade. 
Orazio now dreams of someday 
going to America. 
He hopes to 
open a restaurant there with a 
friend, also a survivor of the 
Formosa bombing. 
“His name is Milo Cicchini,” 
said Orazio, “and the lucky fel­ 
low now works as a cook in New 
York City.”

The prison’s disciplinary court 
board, in session at Disciplinary 
Cell Block No. 15, resumed ques­ 
tioning of a group of suspects. 
Lifer Jam es Sachetti, 35, convic­ 
ted Detroit slayer, and Richard 
Haynes, 28, criminal sexual psy­ 
chopath from Muskegon, were or­ 
dered 
into 
solitary 
confinement 
yesterday. Their confinement is for 
an ‘‘indefinite” period. 
The two admitted taking princi­ 
pal parts in the prison’s third riot 
within eight months, Warden Wil­ 
liam H. Bannan said. 
Put Salt In Coffee 
Sachetti 
touched 
it 
off 
and 
Haynes admitted putting salt in 
coffee served at the dining hall 
meal, the warden said. 
Both men were kitchen workers. 
The riot began in the dining hall. 
Haynes also adm itted that it was 
he who put salt in the coffee to 
signal the $1,000,000 April riot in 
which one convict was killed and 
numerous 
other 
inmates 
and 
guards injured. 
This was the riot which was pre­ 
ceded by the mutiny of Cell Block 
15 during which the lives of eight 
hostage guards were in danger for 
four days. 
The salt-in-coffee artifice is used 
to tip off inmates that an outbreak 
impends. 
At one time in last Tuesday’* 
riot 2,200 inmates were on the 
loose, raising a commotion and 
causing damage. 
Warden Bannan said that Sach­ 
etti boasted he would start another 
riot "any time I get the chance.” 
Convicted As Killer 
Sachetti is in prison for life in 
the wanton shakedown slaying of 
an elderly Detroit man. He was 
convicted as the killer of 72-year- 
old Elmer B. Jones. He was sen­ 
tenced in 1949. 
Haynes, as a criminal sexual 
psychopath, is incarcerated under 
the indefinite sentence law which 
can keep him in prison for one 
day or for his lifetime. 
He formerly was an inmate of 
Ionia State Hospital for the Crimi­ 
nal Insane and was transferred 
here when the Ionia institution be­ 
came crowded. 
Warden Bannan said that as a 
rule prisoners of this type give 
little trouble. 
Serving on the prison discipli- 
plinary court board are Assistant 
Deputy Wardens Charles Cahill, 
Harold 
W. 
Tucker and William 
Johnson. 
During the riot Cahill led the 
armed riot squad and Tucker the 
fire fighting crew. Johnson is ac­ 
ting head of the prison’s individual 
treatm ent departm ent.

Prospects Good For 1953 But

WASHINGTON — (NEA)—Unless 
there is a big war, big peace or 
big drought in 1953 the new presi­ 
dent should get along 
fine 
with 
American farm ers—at least in his 
first year in office. 
That’s what the top state and fed­ 
eral farm expects agreed to re­ 
cently at their important annual 
Outlook Conference. 
At this session the 
big brains 
of agroculture get together, hash 
over all the big economic and po­ 
litical factors which can affect the 
U. S. farm ers such as

ing and the general business level, 
and 
decide what the 
next 12 
months hold in store for them. 
General 
optimism 
over 
con­ 
tinued 
farm prosperity 
was the 
keynote

this meeting, 
as it

been every year since

war. The farm er may get slight­ 
ly less for his products, and the 
things he buys might cost him a 
little more. 
But the general out­ 
look 
is 
for another 
prosperous 
year far above the pre-war level.

Despite all of 
their 
scientific 
facts and figures, however, many 
of 
the experts 
had an 
uneasy 
hunch about one possible major 
factor 
in 
next year’s farm out­ 
look. 
That is the fear that a 
major disastrous drought, such as 
the last one of 1936, might strike. 
According to the records such 
a drought is long overdue. 
The 
country has never gone as 
long 
as it has now, without one. The 
very dry Fall this year was men­ 
tioned as a bad omen. 
The re­ 
sult, if 1953 proves to be the next 
year for the big drought, could be 
a 
major 
headache for 
the new 
president. 
If 
something 
drastic 
should 
happen 
to relieve 
the 
present 
world tension, resulting in a se­ 
vere cut in military spending and 
loreign 
aid, 
the farm er 
would 
also run into some trouble 
the 
experts say. 
It would quickly

War III should erupt, the

Parental Worries 
Often Needless 
Says Child Expert 
Children today are better un­ 
derstood by their parents and ac­ 
cordingly better treated than they 
were a generation ago. This com­ 
forting fact is largely attributable, 
says T. E. Murphy in the Decem­ 
ber Reader’s Digest, to the work 
of Dr. Arnold Gesell, Yale Uni­ 
versity authority on child behav­ 
ior. 
In an article condensed from 
Household, Murphy states that Dr. 
Gesell, author of 
three books 
which have become “household 
bibles 
for 
parents,” 
probably 
knows more about the first ten 
years of life than any other hu­ 
man being. 
“A child’s muscle control, his 
mind, his morals, his spirit grow 
by natural stages,” Gesell 
says. 
“When we learn that it is not ab­ 
normal but natural for a child of 
four to tell fantastic stories, we 
will not punish him for lying.” 
If little Jimmy begins to stut­ 
ter, his parents are reassured by 
Dr. Gesell’s advice: “Most likely 
it is a passing by-product of being 
three and a half.” 
In order to arrive at the normal 
patterns of child development, Dr. 
Gesell made intensive studies of 
the day-to-day mental and phy­ 
sical activities of 
thousands 
of 
children. “We must not lose faith,” 
he counsels, “if at the age of four 
he calls names, brags and tells 
tall tales; if at six he suddenly 
becomes aggressive in word and 
action, with contradictory impul­ 
ses of violence and affection. Many 
of these stormy episodes are nor­ 
mal. When we learn that a child 
of seven has only a vague concept 
of property, we shall better un­ 
derstand why he ‘steals’.” 
Dr. Gesell deplores the “strong- 
arm of authoritarian method that 
nagging adults have been apply­ 
ing without success for genera­ 
tions.” The child will sooner learn 
right from wrong, and act on the 
knowledge, “if provided with good 
examples and 
the 
sunshine 
of 
love.”

NEW YORK—One of the things 
I’d like Ike to look at, when he 
get* around to it, is what is wrong 
with his officers in the armed ser­ 
vices, and what may be done to 
stick a little ramrod back in the 
higher echelons so that the stiff­ 
ness will be felt all the way to the 
rear ranks. 
We have had us a y ear or so of 
fliers refusing to fly, prisoners ot 
war uprising, and just the other 
day, a bunch of G I’s at Cam p Kil­ 
m er, N. J., verging on open mutiny 
because they were dissatisfied with 
the way they were being processed 
for discharge. 
The record might possibly show. 
if anybody cared to sneak a peek 
at it, that I am not an enem y of 
the enlisted m an, and I claim that 
the fault, is nearly alw ays at the 
top. Something is basically wrong 
with the brass, high and low, if the 
ran k s get unruly 
One of the first severe signs of 
a country’s inner rot is when its 
m ilitary rears up and starts rebel­ 
ling cut loud. You have seen this 
in every little Banana Republic re­ 
bellion since you can rem em ber. 
You also saw it in Russia and in 
G erm any. When the m anagem ent 
loses control of the arm y, revolu- 
tidn is checking its chances on the 
next corner. 
Getting Things Done 
We have pam pered 
our 
basic 
m ilitary since the w ar—always of 
course with the exception of the 
ones who get killed—and I do not 
believe that such 
pam pering 
is 
healthy in a m ilitary. W ar and the 
preparation 
for w ar 
is a 
stern, 
h arsh business. It is not healthy to 
kiss the recruit-ies 
into slum ber 
and m ake every m an equal to his 
sergeant. 
You m ay not adm ire the m em ory 
of G eorge Patton, E rnie King or 
the one from before that, Black 
Jack Pershing, but they started in­ 
stilling respect and obedience from 
the top. They got the things done 
th at they had to do. And they got 
it done with no backsass and. if 
necessary, in fear and trem bling. 
Discipline started with the officers 
them selve: 
and worked down to 
the ranks. 
We have fc« **n in the business of 
babying oi.r boys ever since the 
all-Am erican m other lobby wreck­ 
ed our forces by pressure on 
a 
.craven Congress, and it does not 
do to over baby the troops. 
We 
forced the kind sergeant to tuck 
them in bed, and we gave them 
equality of a sort that is really too 
rich for their young blood. You do 
not run a m ilitary th at way. even 
if you do havt one eye cocked on 
Congress. 
We have just had at Kilm er a 
rebellion where the troops have 
done everything short of lynching 
iheir aupcriors, and for very sm all

Taking care 
to stand at attention when he says 
it. 
You cannot run an arm y as a 
group 
of 
individualists—soldier 
that openly sneer at officers, fliers 
that won’t fly, prisoners who ef­ 
fect rebellions against their cap­ 
tors. You have to run it as a unit 
and with em phasis on respect of 
toe low boy for the next highest 
boy. respect backed up by tough 
discipline. 
I can ’t say what sort of president 
Ike will m ake, because he’s haci 
no practice at it. But he has been 
an officer since I was born. May­ 
be he b etter take a tough general's 
look at the security of the country, 
and sta rt by finding out why a ser­ 
geant can sneer at a second looey.
